Fugitives from Justice«-Duty of the 
States--Discretionary Power, 

We proceed with an enumeration of some of 
the ways in which the Governor of a State may 
exercise a limited discretionary power, ‘when a 
demand is made upon him for a fugitive from 
justice. 

3. He is bound to identify the person claimed; 
else he may make himself a‘ trespasser. But, 
this requires time and deliberation, and forbids 
a blind, precipitate compliance with the de- 
mand. ’ 

4, He is bound to refuse the demand for a per- 
son, charged with crime under the laws of ano- 
ther State, on account of anact done in his own 
State; Hence thie diity of investigating the’ 
case, to aseertain whether this may not be the 
fact. In thi¥ procedure, he docs not usurp the 
character of a Judge, for he only inquires whe- 
ther the case does indeed come within’ the 
statute, binding him to act; nor does he violate 
this statute, for it was, manifestly, designed to 
seeure the surrender of fugitives. from justice 
in the strict sense of the term—+that is, of per- 
sons Who had committed offences under the 
laws of the Statc, in which they were ihdicted, 
Any other supposition would be against all law.

Where no power was directly conferred upon 
Congress, to carry out any provision, and where 
no power was plainly implied, they looked to 
the States for legislation to make it effectual. 

Thus, the three clauses which constitute the 
second section of the fourth article of the-Con- 
stitution of the United States, securing to the 
citizéns of each State the privileges and immu- 
nities of citizens in ‘the several States, provi- 
ding for the surrender of fugitives from justice, 
and the recaption of fugitives from service, they 
regarded as clauses of compact, treaty-stipuh- 
tions between the States, to be carried out in 
good faith by them. 

But, it seems that their construction is pro- 
nounced erroneous. The highest judicial tri- 
bunal of the country has decided, that “the 
mere recognition of a right without the means 
to enforce it is delusive.” It held,in a particular 
casé, that a certain right having been secured 
in general terms to the slaveholder, Congress, 
although no power was directly conferred upon 
it to act, was bound to legislate for the enforce- 
ment of that right. 

Judge Read, of the Supreme Court, in his 
late decision in the case of Hoppess, stated 
still more distinctly the Principle, which gov- 
ernéd the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the Prigg case. He said—-~-~-+~* 


“When the Constitution of the United States 
imposes a duty or secures a right, Congress is 
empowered to enact such laws as are necessary 
to enforce the one and secure the other.” 


Now, we wish our readers to keep this Prin- 
eipledistinctly in view, and say, whether the 
following inferenges be not unavoidable. 

The first two are already admitted. The rest 
must be admitted, or the Principle be held un- 
sound. 

1. “Congress is empowered” to enforce the de- 
livery of fugitives from justice. 

2.Congress is empowered” to secure the right 
of recapturing fugitives from service. 

3. “Congress is empowered” to secure to the 
citizens of each State the privileges and immu- 
nities of citizens in the several States. Why 
not?.This is a right secured, in precisely the 
same form in which the rights in relation to 
fugitive slaves and fugitive criminals are se- 
cured. 

4. “Congress is empowered” to legislate so 
that no person in any of the States “shall be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law,” This is a sacred right 
secured by the Constitution—and by the re- 
peated decisions of our highest Courts, slaves 
are always regarded by the Constitution as per- 
sons. Congress is therefore empowered to pro- 
vide by law that no person~shall be henceforth 
reduced to slavery—for no one pretends, that 
of the sixty or seventy thousand children born 
every year of slave-parents, a single one is ever | 
deprived of its liberty by due process of law. 

These are some. of tle consequences which 
must follow from the principle declared by the 
Supreme Court of the United States,and by one 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court of Ohio. 

To make the matter plain, we place the de- 
clarations of the two Gg in juxtaposition, 
and ask our readers to ‘them out in their 
legitimate appligations

The Senate bill to provide for a cash valua- 
tion of property in this State, was postponed 
last Tuesday, till the second Monday in Nov. 
next, by a vote of 17 to 15, 

The evening of the same day, the bill re- 
ported by Mr. Payne to repeal the Black Laws, 
was indefinitely postponed, after an animated 
debate, by a vote of 30 to 27. 

The same day, the bill for the erection of a 
new State House was passed in the House. A 

Senate, Feb. 25.—The bill to authorize the 
erection of a house, or houses of correction in 
Cincinnati, was laid on the table. 

The bill to regulate judicial courts, and the 
practice therein, occasioned some debate. Mr. 
Bartley apposed it, on the ground of the un- 
coustitutionality of some of its provisions— 
particularly that prohibiting all appeals to the 
S Court. The bill was at length passed 
—2F- yeas, 8 nays. 

Senate, Feb. 26.—The bill to authorize the 
city of Cincinnati to establish a house of cor- 
rection, was passed. Some other bills of not 
much interest, wereacted upon. 

Senate, Feb. 2i.—A bill to amend the act pro- 
viding for the election of justices of the peace, 
among other things, directing their election to 
take place at the time of the annual election, 
was indefinitely postponed. 

House, Feb. 26.—A bill providing for the 


transportation of convicts, the employment of 
convict labor, &c., was recommitted. Several 
turnpike company bills were passed. The 
House laid on the table a motion to adjourn on 
the 11th of March. 
The bill to amend the several acts incorpora- 
*ting the city of Cincinnati, was taken up, the 
amendments were agreed to—and, after a warm 
debate, was ordered to be engrossed—yeas 33, 
nays 16. Among other things, it confers upon 
the Council power, not to license, but to sup- 
ptess bowling and ten pin alleys, 





Texas Debate in Congress, 

The National Intelligencer says the Texas 
debate in the Senate has been ¢onducted on 
both sides with great ability. Mr. Dayten 
was to speak last Monday. The question could 
not have been taken last Wednesday, without 
an abrupt and rude closure of the debate; for 
very many of the Senators were waiting for an 
opportunity to express their views.

ticular State. Let us see how it would work. 
Dr. Snodgrass, the editor of the Baltimore 
Saturday Visiter,.is.in the -habit of-inserting’ 
articles in his paper condemning slavery and 
advocating emancipation. Every moment he 
is liable to indictment under the laws of Mary-} 
land, for publishing and circulating incendiasy 
matter, which is a penitentiary offence. Sup- 
pose him indicted. He flees toOhio. The Gov- 
ernor of Maryland issues “Letters Rogatory,” 
demanding him from the Executive of this 
State. Shall he be surrendered? Ohio recog- 
nises freedom of discussion as a sacred right:— 
the Constitution of the United States so regards 
it: Maryland makes it a crime, when exercised 
ona certain subject. Shall he be given up? 
Yes! would be the reply of the editor of the 
Enquirer, if consistent—but, he would not be 
consistent; even. to his lips would spring 
malison against the Governor who should dé 
liver up as a criminal, a man charged With 
nothing but using the Liberty of the Press in 
favor of freedom. 

Take another case. A State creates a religi 
ous establishment, and makes~non-conformity 
acrime. A citizen of Ohio hayipg.occasian.to 
visit there in the ordinary course of his: busi- 
ness, has a conscience too stern to conform, ac- 
cording to law. He is indicted for crime, flees 
to his own State, and is followed by a requisi- 
tion in due form for his delivery. Is there a 
man infatuated enough to believe that such a 
case was in~the contemplation, of the framers 
of the Constitution? 

Try another case. Some men can never ap- 
preciate a principle, till Self-Interest open their 
eyes. Suppose there were a law in Rhode Is- 
land, forbidding all associations of the people to 
complain of grievances, and making it a penj 
tentiary offence forany person to attend such 
meetings. Senator Niles violates the law, and 
is obliged to take refuge from its penalties in 
Ohio. He is demanded of Governor Brough, ar 
a fugitive from justice, guilty of crime within 
the meaning of the clause in the Consti- 
tution. We do not know what Governor 
Brough’s sternness of integrity might lead him 
to do—but we do know, that were he to follow 
out the construction he now gives that clause, 
he would be laughed to scorn by all sensible 
men, and damned by his own party. And 
why? The common sense of every man would 
pronounce at once that the act of attending a 
peaceable meeting, assembled to consult on 
peaceful measures for thg redress of grievances, 
in whatever light regarded by the laws of a 
particular State, could not be crime according 
to what may be called, the Common Law of the 
Union. 

The operation of the Enquirer’s rule of con- 
struction in such cases, would be an intolerable 
grievance; it would involve all the States in 
the support of the wrong laws of each State; it 
would tendo break down every safeguard which 
the Constitution of the United States has thrown 
around personal rights; it would give rise to 
the most hostile feelings between the States; 
in a word, it would make an important clause 
of the Constitution, intended to be a blessing, 


We need -hardly say, that the rule of con- 
struction wesuggest, while it would sccure ev- 
ery end aimed at by Justice, would prevent 
these evil consequences. 

But, it may be asked, admit that this is the 
true rule, how would you apply it in the case 
of a person charged with aiding a slave to es- 
cape from bondage? Common sense shall an- 
swer. 

Says Judge McLean, in his decision in the 
Vanzandt case; “It (Slavery) is admitted by 
almost ali who have exammedthe subject, to 
be founded in wrdng, in opphession, in power 
against right,” 

“Slavery,” says Judge Read, in the case of 
Hoppess, “is wrong inflicted by force, and sup- 
ported alone by the municipal power of the 
State or territory where it exists. It is oppo- 
sed to the principles of natural justice and right, 
and is the mere creature of positive law.” 

These learned judges express the common 
opinion of all high judicial authorities. - Now, 
we ask common sense—can it bea crime peace- 
fully to help a fellow being to escape from this, 
‘wrong,” this “oppression,” this “powerag' 
right”—from this “wrong inflict 
from a condition whichis 
ciples of naturadbfustige ai 
dition in“Wh ‘principles shall have 
their perfeét @itmlment? Not till Human Law 
can make Light, Darkness, and Darkness, Light 
—Right, Wrong, and Wrong, Right—not until 
it can dethrone God, and invest man with his 
Divinity, can it make the act of peacefully 
helping an innocent man to release himself 
from wrong, from oppression,from power against 
right, a crime. It may, in certain certain cir- 
cumstances, be foolish; or be accompanied by 
deception, (which is always wrong and con- 
temptible;) or be improper on account of re- 
sulting influences, unfavorable to the cause 
of Truth and Freedom—but, in itself, it cannot 
bea crime. This is the judgment of the com- 


man who can imagine any crime in it, must be 
in the predicament of the learned Divine, re- 
ferred to by Judge Read, in his late decision. 

“T have known,” said the Judge, “but one 
deliberate effort on the part of a minister of 
the Gospel to reconcile slavery with Bible prin- 
ciples, and so far from regarding that as au- 
thority, I can only view it as evidencing a sort 
of moral insanity, a breaking up as it were, of 
the faculties to perceive or distinguish truth.” 

Thus far, we have reasoned on the as- 
sumption, that Congress has power to impose 
on the Execntive of the States, the duty of 
surrendering fugitives from justice. Our next, 
and closing paper will be an inquiry into the 
grounds of this assumption. ° 

Thus far, we have conceded that the Exec 
tive of a State, when a case of demand, fairly 
coming within the clause in relation to fugitives 
from justice, is presented to him, 1s bound toact 
by the statute of Congress, We now deny that 
he is under any such obligation. Had the clause

confers authority upon State mugistrates, to be 
free from reasonable doubt and difficulty upon 
the grounds already stated. As tothe author- 
ity so conferred upon State magistrates, while 
a difference of opinion has existed, and may 
still exist on the same, in different sections, 
whether State magistrates are bound to act 
under it; none is entertained by this Court, that 
State magistrates may, if they choose, examine 
that authority, unless prohibited by State leg- 


islation.” 

This is decisive. The Court recognizes the 
power of a State Legislature to prohibit its 
magistrates from acting under this law; but it 
could not recognize this power, were the act of 
Congress binding on State magistrates; there- 
fore, it is optional with these magistrates 
whether they act or-not. m 

Nothing can be clearer. That this was in 
truth the decision of the Court is the under- 
standing of Chief Justice Taney. Concurring 
in the final opinion to which the Court had ar- 
rived in relation to the law of Pennsylvania, he 
expressed his dissent from some of the princi- 
ples stated by the Court—one of which was, 
that the States were excluded from all power 
to legislate for the protection of the claim of 
the slaveholder to a fugitive slave. 

“Indeed,” he says, “if the State authoriti 
are absolved from all obligation to protect the 
right, and may stand by and see it molested 
without an effort to defend it, the act of Con- 
gress of 1793 scarcely deserves the name of a 
Lpgmedy. The State officers mentioned in the 

Ww are rot bound to execute the 
pupon them by eas, unless they do 
80; or are requiied to do so by the law of the State; 
and the State Legislature has the power, if it 
thinks proper, to prohibit them.” 

Now, if Congress‘cannot bind State officers to 
act in the delivering up of fugitives from ser- 
vice, neither can it bind State officers to delivér 
up fugitives from justice. ‘The clauses of the 
Constitution in relation to these matters, arc 
strictly analagous; the two portions of the act 
in relation to them are strictly analagous; and 
the reason which prevents the act from having 
an obligatory force upon State® officers in one 
case, is just as applicable in the other. 

Hence, it is optional whether the Governor 
of a State shall act or not in relation to fugi- 
tives from justice, He is not bound to execute

A Convention of Elders and Deacons 
of the Chillicothe Presbytery. 
Greenfield, January 15th, 1845. 
Agreeable to notice, a Convention of Elders 
and Deacons of the Presbytery of Chillicothe 
met in the Presbyterian Church in this place. 
The Convention was organized by calling Br. 
Robert Stewart to the Chair, and appointing A. 
B. Wilson, Secretary. The meeting was then 
opened by prayer. On motion, a business Com- 
mittee of three were appointed to prepare busi- 
ness for the Convention, to wit: William Keys, 
John Shepherd and Hugh Ghormley, who re- 
turned the following report:— 

Whereas, the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church, in 1818, did declare and pub- 
lish to the world their condemnation of slave- 
holding in the following explicit words: “We 
consider the voluntary enslaving of one part of 
the human race by another, as a gross violation 
of the most precious and sacred rights of hu- 
man nature, as utterly inconsistent with the 
law of God, which requires us to love our 
neighbors as we love ourselves, and as totally 
irreconcilable with the spirit and principles of 
the Gospel of Christ.” Which sentiment and 
declaration we approve, and believe to be in 
exact accordance with the word of God. 

And whereas, the. said Assembly, in 1834, in 
their answer to the Secession Church of Scot- 
land, in relation to slavery, acknowledge “we 
are verily guilty in this matter,” and further 
say, “it hinders our prayers, and till this stum- 
bling-block of our iniquity be taken away, we 
cannot expect the Gospel of our Saviour to ex- 
hibit all its power in the conversion and sanc- 
tification of men.” 

And whereas, the Presbytery of Chillicothe 
have, during the greater part of the above 
named period of time, been memorializing the 
Assembly on the sin of slaveholding in the 
churches under their care, praying them to take 
speedy and efficient measures to remove this 
“stumbling-block of our iniquity out of our way 
that our prayers be not hindred and that the 
Gospel may exhibit its power in the speedy 
conversion and sanctification of men.” Yet as 
often as these, our memorials, have been pre- 
sented, they have been laid on the table, indefi- 
nitely postponed, or, by a kind of management, 
given the go-by when pressed upon their at- 
tention by the commissioners of said Presbyte- 
ry—thus giving their countenance and support 
to the iniquity of slaveholding in the church, 
which will be abundantly proven by reference 
to the resolutions and declarations of slavehold- 
ers’ Synods and Presbyteries of the Southern 
States, and to the published sentiments of° 
Southern Ministers as wel! as many in the free 
States. 

Ist. Therefore, Resolved, That the Presby- 
terian Church as at present organized under the 
care of said General Assembly, in its leading 
influences, church action, and managementof , 
its ecclesiastical proceedings, is in the same or 
worse predicament than the Jewish Church 
when our Saviour, with a scourge of small 
cords, drove the money-changers and merchants 
who traded in oxen, sheep and doves from the 
templo, and charged them with making his fath-* 
er’s house a den of thieves.

One of the amendments of the Committee of 
the Whole on the bill for the reduction of post- 
age, struck out the words, “passage of the act,” 
and inserted, “first July, 1845.” The House 
refused to agree to this amendment, only 13 vo- 
ting for it.
